government entered Its new fiscal 
year today with the public debt cut 
to the lowest figure since the world 
war and $61,000,000 on hand to re- 
duce It still further. 


Largely because of the 
wide- 


spread prosperity and more specif- 
ically the profits made by individu- 
al income tax payers In the' "ex- 
ceedingly active and constantly ris- 
ing security market," the trca'sury 
announced, total receipts In the last 
fiscal year were $185,000,000 great- 
er than expenditures, as compared 
with a surplus of $37,000,000 esti- 
mated In the budget. 


By applying to the public debt 


$124,000.000 of the year's surplus 
with $549,000,000 from the sinking 
fund and other debt requirements 
chargeable against ordinary 
re- 
ceipts, the total debt was brought 
down to $16,931,000,000 from 
$17,- 


604,000,000 a year ago. The remain- 
der of the 1929 surplus Is to be ap- 
plied to the public debt In the near 
future. 
Total receipts for the year were 
placed at $4,033,000,000, about 59,-

DALLAS, July 1.—The Court of

last .year.

Ohio, Pennsylvania and Michigan 
were said by Miss Whitney to be 
the chief sources of these migrants.

it is expected that the dump on the 
south side of Richland creek in 
the bottom will be under way. 


Work on North End. 


The Tibbetts Construction com- 
pany of Fort Worth is throwing 
up a dump near Rice on the north- 
ern portion of the highway No. 75 
in Navarro county. This company 
has the dump work from a point 
about two miles north of Corslca- 
na to the Navarro-Ellis county line 
north of Rice.

work on the Corslcana-Corbet lat- 
eral is almost completed. The de- 
signation of the lateral where it 
enters the city near the crossing 
of the Hlllsboro branch of the Cot- 
ton Belt railroad track has final- 
ly been determined, it has been 
learned, and it will follow the same 
location as the present road with 
the slight exception of easing up 
the curve where It enters the boul- 
evard.

(AP)—A threat by Senator 
Kenneth McKellar, Tennes- 
see, to jail Republican Na- 
tional Committ;eeman R. B.

drew apologies for ques- 
tions attempting to connect Con- 
gressman John N. Garner, demo- 
cratic minority leader in the bouse, 
with the political machine in Hi- 
dalgo county, at the senate patron- 
age investigation here. 


The threat came during the in- 
terrogation of Mrs. H. O. Schale- 
ben, recalled today.

lican executive committee, asked: 


"Is Congressman John N. Gar- 


ner, democratic minority leader, 
aligned with the crooked demo- 
cratic machine in Hidalgo county?" 


Before Mrs. Schaleben could re- 


ply Senator McKellar interrupted: 


"Two or three, men are In jail 


now for contempt of the senate, 
and we dont' want to have to Jail 
any more."

Apology Is Made. 


After two other witnesses had 


testified, Bullington apologized for 
the Garner question.

"Garner has been a close friend

the committee, of which Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart, republican, 
Iowa, Is chairman. 
One witness, 


however, testified as to Cameron 
county, Ceager's home. 


That witness C. G. Mallott, San 


Antonio, said 
he 
attempted to 


build an International bridge across 
the Rio Grande at Brownsville, of- 
fering to turn It over to the city 
after tolls had 'paid for the con- 
struction. 


"We figured it would net the city 


$25,000 a year," he said. 


Creager, 
he 
added, 
got 
the 


bridge franchise. 


Creager Comes First. 
"I understand there is a written 


agreement that Creager gets what 
he wants In Brownsville, his home, 
but lets 
the 
democrats alone," 
Mallott declared. 


"Does he have such an agree- 


ment with the Mexicans who don't 
read, write 
or speak English?" 


Senator McKellar asked. 
"Mr. Creager speaks 
Spanish, 


and I don't, so I don't know about 
that." 


Bullington 
then 
attempted to 


show that Mallott was a rival of 
Creager's for the bridge job, and 
Mallott declared: 


"The fact is, I put the proposi-

J. P. Berry declared he was "one

"We feel 
that we have been betrayed by 
the republican party of this state." 


Berry, as had other witnesses,

"We have come to the conclusion

bridge and enter the United States, 
knowing oflfcers would not search 
an automobile in which Campbell 
was riding. 


Much Liquor Brought In 
"Walker also said he had brought 


72 cases of liquor into Texas and 
that while he was in Detroit the 
liquor was removed from his home 
and disposed of by Campbell and 
Roy West." 


Questioned by Orville Bulling- 


ton, 
Wichita Falls, vice chairman 


of the Texas republican executive 
committee, Vails said he did not 
place much credence in the state- 
ments made by Walker. 


"They were not legal evidence," 


he explained. 


H. added that when Walker fin- 


ally was arrested by federal of- 
ficers he escaped or was turned 
loose but was re-arrested at Pales- 
tine, Texas, by the sheriff there. 
Indicted for rum running, Walker 
failed to appear for his trial and 
still is a fugitive in Mexico, Vails 
declared.

helped Walker escape.

"In Texas an 
.Indictment for 


smuggling is not, then, an Indica- 
tion of moral turpitude?" Senator 
McKellar asked, 


"Well, no." 
Campbell on at least one occas- 


ion was seen drunk In Del, Rio, 
Harrison L. Hamer, Del Rio, In- 
spector for the Sheep and Goat 
Raisers' association, declared. Ha- 
mer said he resigned when he was 
ordered to move 
from 
Del Rio 


shortly after Ed. Downey, "A prom- 
inent business man" was arrested 
for Importing liquor. He 
under-

Denial Is Made. 
The committee today also.had a 


telegraphed denial from Congress- 
man John M. Roblson, Kentucky, 
that R. B. Waddle, former post- 
master at Somerset, Ky., had been 
asked to contribute to campaign 
funds.
